To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Irlam  Urban  District  Council*, 

Mre  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen,, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
for  the  year  1965  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health* 


The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population  for  mid-1965  at 
16,660,  an  increase  of  330  on  the  estimate  for  the  previous  year. 

Registered  live  births  numbered  376,  giving  an  adjusted  live  birth 
rate  of  23  per  thousand  population  an  even  higher  figure  than  the  high  rate  of 
22*2  per  thousand  recorded  in  1964®  This  birth  rate  is  considerably  above  the 
national  average  for  England  and  Wales  which  for  thb  year  under  review  was  1 8 • 1 0 
Of  the  376  births  registered  only  14  were  illegitimate  giving  a percentage 
illegitimate  rate  of  3® 7%,  very  much  below  the  national  average* 

Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  registered  during  1965 
numbered  4>  giving  a very  low  infant  mortality  rate  per  thousand  live  births  of 
10*6  compared  with  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  of  31  per  thousand  live  births* 
The  considerable  variation  between  the  rates  for  the  two  years  underlines  the 
danger  in  drawing  conclusions  from  statistical  returns  based  on  small  populations 
and  poses  the  question  of  the  value  of  reporting  annually  in  the  smaller  district 
authorities.  Health  trends  can  only  be  established  by  a study  of  the  statistical 
data  over  a number  of  years* 

It  is  pleasing  once  again  to  report  that  no  maternal  death  occurred 
during  the  year* 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  199  ( 1 1 5 males, 

84  females)  giving  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  14*1  per  thousand  population* 

Deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  numbered  35  and  56  persons  died  from  coronary 
artery  disease,  i*e*  nearly  half  of  all  registered  deaths  were  attributable  to 
these  two  diseases*  The  high  mortality  rate  from  these  diseases  is  merely  a 
local  reflection  of  the  national  picture,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the 
highest  dividends  in  the  field  of  preventive  medicine  are  to  be  found  in  an  all 
out  attack  on  the  incidence  of  coronary  artery  disease  and  cancer.  In  the  light 
of  present  medical  knowledge  results  are  most  likely  to  be  obtained  by  education 
for  healthy  living,  and  the  early  detection  of  disease  by  routine  medical 
screening  procedures,  aimed  mainly  at  the  known  vulnerable  groups. 


Only  56  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified  during  the  yea 
compared  with  373  during  1964*  Comment  is  really  unnecessary,  but  it  is 
extremely  gratifying  to  record  that  no  case  of  Tuberculosis,  Diphtheria, 
Poliomyelitis,  or  Food  Poisoning  was  notified  during  the  period  under  review 
This  is  a striking  illustration  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  sustained  attack 
upon  these  diseases  by  all  workers  in  the  Health  Services* 

It  remains  for  me  finally  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal 
co-operation  of  Mr.  L*  Hall  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  a 
of  the  support  given  to  me  by  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  by  Officia 
of  the  Council.

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PHYSICAL  AND  SOCIAL

The  county  district  of  Irlam  in  Lancashire  is  roughly  square  in  f 
mation  with  sides  over  three  and  a half  miles  long. 

The  District  boundaries  on  the  North  march  with  those  of  Tyldesle 
Worsley  and  Leigh,  on  the  South  with  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal,  on  the  East 
with  Eccles  and  on  the  West  with  the  banks  of  the  River  G-laze. 

The  residents  are  thus  provided  with  an  area  quasi -rural  in 
character,  which  makes  a relieving  contrast  to  the  industrial  nature  of  the 
district  on  its  southern  borders. 

A variety  of  industries  is  carried  on  in  the  district.  The 
following  list  is  a brief  summary

INFANT  MORTALITY 


There  were  4 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age*  2 of  which 
occurred  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was 
10.6  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1965  was  19*0. 

The  average  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  district  for  the  years 
1960-1964  was  28.4  per  1,000  live  births.

The  total  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  after  the 
necessary  adjustments  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  199*  This  gave 
a death  rate  of  11.9  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  11.5  in  1964* 

The  death  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  11.5  per 
1,000  of  the  total  population. 

UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the 
year  was  56,  showing  a decrease  of  317  on  the  previous  year.  The  majority  of 
notifications  were  for  measles  (32)  and  dysentery  (12). 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  once  again  that  there  were  no  cases  of 
diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  in  the  district  during  the  year.

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Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  is  at  the  present  time,  offered  free 
to  all  persons  between  the  ages  of  six  months  and  forty  years.  In  addition, 
Doctors  and  their  families,  hospital  workers,  expectant  mothers,  persons  going  to 
visit  or  reside  outside  Europe,  Canada  or  U.S.A.,  dental  surgeons  and  their  staffs 
and  families  are  also  eligible  for  vaccination • During  the  year  only  oral 
vaccination  was  carried  out  utilising  vaccine  developed  by  Dr.  Sabin,  which  in 
addition  to  being  much  more  easily  administered,  gives  a greater  degree  of  protec- 
tion against  the  disease.  This  vaccine  is  given  by  drops  on  sugar  lumps  or  as  a 
syrup  by  spoon  to  young  children  • 

As  with  other  immunological  procedures  the  work  is  carried  out  at 
Local  Health  Authority  Clinics  or  by  the  family  practitioner.

B.C.G-.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  parents  of  children 
about  to  leave  school  may  be  invited  to  consent  to  their  children  being  skin- 
tested  for  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis  and  to  their  being  vaccinated  against 
the  disease  should  this  be  necessary. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

Under  section  47  of  this  Act  (amended  in  1950  a local  authority 
may  apply  to  a court  for  an  Order  for  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or 
Part  III  accommodation  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  which  they  are 
unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  which  they  are  not  receiving  from  other 
persons .

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  environmental  health  and  cleansing  services  of  the  district  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1965* 

The  framework  of  the  report  is  similar  to  that  of  previous  years 
embodying  the  necessary  statistics  and  brief  summaries  on  the  various  sections 
of  the  work  of  the  department. 

Whilst  the  presentation  of  the  report  is  a statutory  obligation  every 
endeavour  has  been  made  to  give  the  members  of  the  Council  a picture  of  the 
work  undertaken  by  the  department.

All  we  can  say  is  that 
steady  progress  has  been  made  in  all  sections  during  the  year  and  that  the 
Cleansing  Service,  despite  many  difficulties,  functioned  efficiently  during  the 
whole  of  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I have  again  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  to  Dr.  Sharpe,  to  all  Chief  Officers 
and  their  staffs,  and  in  particular  to  the  staff  and  workmen  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  help  and  loyal  support  throughout  the  year.

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OFFICE  ROUTINE 


During  the  year  the  reorganising  of  the  department’s  records  system 
was  continued  and  this  streamlining,  together  with  the  Council’s  reiterated 
decision  not  to  re-commence  the  Smoke  Control  Programme,  resulted  in  a wastage  o; 
man-power  in  the  office*  After  careful  consideration,  and  taking  into  account 
the  fact  that  with  continuing  new  legislation  extra  work  would  devolve  on  the  tw 
remaining  members  of  the  office  staff,  Miss  Drummond  was  transferred  to  the 
Treasurer’s  department  on  17th  March,  1965*  I would  like  to  express  my  apprecia 
tion  to  Miss  Townsend  and  Mrs*  Proctor  for  carrying  out  the  extra  work  involved 
without  question o 

Again  I y/ould  stress  the  importance  of  the  Clerical  section  of  the 
Health  Department.  Without  an  efficient  office  staff  the  running  of  the  Depart- 
ment would  be  most  difficult*  Every  year  new  legislation  is  introduced  which  in 
turn  means  more  records  to  be  kept  and  more  returns  to  be  sent  to  the  various 
Ministries.  It  is  only  by  constant  examination  of  methods  adopted  that  new 
developments  can  be  absorbed  into  the  normal  routine. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  report  once  again  that  the  clerical  work  in  the 
department  is  being  executed  most  efficiently  and  that  at  the  end  of  the  year 
all  records  and  reports  were  up  to  date.  I would  also  pay  tribute  to  the  staff 
for  the  courteous  and  helpful  manner  in  which  they  have  received  and  dealt  with  j 
persons  coming  to  the  office  for  help  and  advice. 

FOOD  INSPECTION 

Whilst  there  are  no  slaughterhouses  or  knackers  yards  in  the  district 
not  be  assumed  that  the  work  done  in  connection  with  food  inspection  is 
less  important.  In  actual  fact  a fair  proportion  of  your  inspectors1 
spent  on  this  work  in  the  canteens,  cafes,  and  food  premises  generally. 

One  would  be  justified  in  thinking,  in  these  days  of  better  and  more 
hygenic  conditions  in  food  premises  and  with  the  greater  use  of  refrigeration, 
tha,t  all  would  be  well,  but  the  very  conditions  we  have  created  are  tending  to 
lull  shop-keepers  into  a false  sense  of  security.  The  fact  that  they  receive 
their  goods  pre-packed  in  celophane  packets  and  with  a guarantee  of  purity  seems 
to  make  them  think  that  the  goods,  particularly  pies,  pastries,  etc.  will  keep 
fresh  for  an  indefinite  period.  Throughout  the  year  great  stress  has  been  placed: 
on  requesting  shop-keepers  to  take  particular  care  on  the  question  of  stock  rota- 
tion and  to  devise  some  personal  coding  for  perishable  goods.  The  response  has 
been  fairly  good  but  the  old  feeling  that  it  applies  only  to  the  other  fellow 
still  persists  and  it  is  only  when  something  goes  wrong  and  they  are  faced  with 
the  threat  of  prosecution  that  they  realise  the  importance  of  the  matter.

ICE  CREAM 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  position  regarding  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  ice  cream  within  the  district 0 Practically  the  whole  of  the  ice 
cream  sold  from  premises  in  our  area  is  pre-packed  and  manufactured  by  one  or 
other  of  the  large  wholesalers  operating  throughout  the  country.  The  only 
exception  is  one  vendor  who  manufactures  his  own  by  means  of  a cold  mix.  The 
standard  of  cleanliness  maintained  in  these  premises  is  very  satisfactory. 


With  regard  to  the  pre-packed  ice  cream  which  is  always  kept  in 
refrigeration  units,  the  problem  of  stock  rotation  applies  as  with  other 
perishable  food  stuffs  and  vendors  are  continually  being  reminded  of  this  very 
important  factor.

The  three  premises  still  on  the  register  as  dairies  do  not  handle  any 
loose  milk.  In  every  case  the  machinery  for  heat  treatment  and  bottling  has  been 
dismantled,  the  milk  being  received  at  the  premises  ready  bottled  and  distributed 
direct  to  the  customer. 

Licences  for  the  retailing  of  milk  by  the  distributors  in  the  district 
are  issued  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council. 

Apart  from  routine  inspections  no  special  action  was  taken  throughout 

the  year. 

HOUSING- 

The  standard  of  housing  in  our  area  may  be  considered  as  reasonably 
good  when  compared  with  the  rest  of  the  country.  This  is  amply  illustrated  by  the 
fact  that  only  one  house  was  considered  unfit  for  habitation  and  condemned  during 
the  year.  As  reported  previously  we  are  at  the  stage  when  our  work  is  to  keep  a 
watchful  eye  on  the  ageing  properties  and  in  effect  withdraw  them  from  use  when 
they  reach  the  end  of  their  economical  life,  or  are  allowed  to  deteriorate  so  as 
to  be  beyond  repair  at  reasonable  cost. 

It  is  with  some  regret  that  I have  to  report  that  due  to  additional 
work  in  other  fields  it  has  not  been  possible  to  start  on  work  in  respect  of  the 
general  improvement  of  some  of  the  older  properties  in  the  district. 

All  new  legislation  brings  additional  work  in  the  department  and  it  was 
felt  that  it  would  be  prudent  to  complete  the  work  started  on  the  initial  visits 
under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  before  attempting  to  start 
on  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1964,  relating  to  improvements  and  recondi- 
tioning of  existing  houses.

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  is  the  highest  for 
many  years  and  an  increase  of  144-  over  the  previous  year.  The  most  alarming 
aspect  of  this  increase  is  the  number  of  choked  or  defective  drains  reported. 
Particularly  is  this  so  when  one  realises  that  the  majority  are  in  connection 
with  houses  built  within  the  last  few  years.  The  complaints  regarding  atmos- 
pheric pollution  were,  in  the  main,  in  relation  to  the  oxygen  lancing  at  the 
Lancashire  Steel  Manufacturing  Co.  Ltd.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

There  are  no  licensed  sites  for  moveable  dwellings  in  the  district. 


No  difficulties  have  arisen  during  the  year.  Gypsies  or  tinkers 
occassionally  camped  for  the  odd  night  or  two  but  moved  on  without  giving  any 
cause  for  complaint • 

WATER  SUPPLY 

With  the  exception  of  a few  properties  in  the  Glazebury  Moss  area 
which  are  supplied  by  the  Warrington  Corporation  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District 
is  served  by  mains  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  Department.  The 
supply  is  constant  and  all  premises  are  supplied  direct  from  the  mains.  The 
supply  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  there  being  no  evident©  of 
plumb o-solvent  action.  No  information  is  available  as  to  the  Fluoride  content 
of  the  supply .

There  are  5 >66 5 dwelling  houses  in  the  area  all  of  which  are  supplied: 
directly  from  the  public  water  main  thus  covering  the  whole  of  the  population 
(l6,660)  of  the  district . 

WATER  COURSES 

The  natural  water  courses  within  the  district  are  the  G-laze  Brook 
which  is  the  boundary  of  the  district  on  the  West*,  Platts  Brook,  and  a section 
of  the  old  bed  of  the  River  Irwell.  In  addition  to  which  we  have  the  Manchester 
Ship  Canal  which  forms  the  district  boundary  on  the  South* 

The  general  condition  of  the  natural  water  courses  is  good.  Improve- 
ments to  both  the  G-laze  Brook  and  Platts  Brook  have  practically  eliminated  all 
the  old  sources  of  complaints  regarding  these  two  water  courses. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Irlam  Pool  the  necessity  for  constant  watch 
on  the  ’’Old  River”  is  greatly  reduced,  in  fact  bathing  in  the  river  appears  to 
have  completely  stopped. 

The  Manchester  Ship  Canal  still  gives  much  cause  for  anxiety.  At 
times  during  the  summer  the  stench  from  this  water  course  is  worse  than  that 
from  the  industries  in  the  district.  This  is  particularly  so  at  the  Irlam  end 
of  the  district  above  the  Irlam  locks. 

The  water  courses  generally  were  regularly  inspected  for  the  presence 
of  rodents  - no  serious  infestations  were  found. 

DRAINAG-E  AND  SEWERAG-E 

Apart  from  a few  farms  and  farm  cottages  on  the  moss  area  all 
properties  are  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

The  moss  properties  are  gradually  being  converted  to  the  water  carriap : 
system  by  means  of  sceptic  tanks  and  small  filters.  It  is  confidently  hoped  that  : 
m the  not  too  distant  future  all  the  dwellings  will  have  been  converted  to  the 
wa  er  carriage  system  leaving  the  pail  closets  for  the  use  of  the  seasonal  workers:

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  situated  within  the  district 

boundaries. 

A&RICULTURE  (SAFETY,  HEALTH,  AND  WELFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 

Whilst  most  farms  were  visited  fairly  frequentely  for  other  purposes 
(i.e.  rodent  control)  only  five  visits  were  made  for  the  specific  purpose  of  this 
Act.  The  requirements  of  the  Act  were  being  reasonably  complied  with  and  no 
formal  action  was  found  necessary. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Irlamfe  contribution  towards  a clearer  atmosphere  during  1965  was 
negligible  and  in  the  main  confined  to  private  individuals  who  are  carrying  out 
conversions  at  their  own  expense,  file  measuring  instruments  situated  in  our  area 
tend  to  suggest  that  we  are  just  about  maintaining  the  standard  achieved  in  19^3* 
This  may  be  a fact  as  far  as  smoke  from  domestic  chimneys  and  the  industrial  steam 
raising  plant  were  concerned  but  there  was  a definite  deterioration  in  general 
conditions,  particularly  in  the  central  part  of  the  district,  due  to  the  intro- 
duction of  oxygen  lancing  at  the  works  of  the  Lancashire  Steel  Manufacturing  Co. 
Ltd.  It  can  truthfully  be  said  that  during  the  year  Irlam  changed  from  a black 
area  to  a red  area.  Much  of  your  inspectors'  time,  along  with  that  of  H.M. 

Alkali  Inspector,  was  spent  in  trying  to  find  a solution  to  the  problem. 

Conditions  were  improved  but  not  to  our  satisfaction.  Too  much  depended  on  the 
human  element  and  when  mistakes  were  made  the  result  was  catastrophic. 

There  appears  to  be  two  solutions,  firstly  to  stop  the  process 
entirely  and  secondly  to  install  a second  electrostatic  precipitator  to  arrest 
the  dust  which  is  being  discharged  into  the  atmosphere.  Unfortunately  neither 
the  power  nor  the  choice  rests  with  the  Council  so  we  just  have  to  keep  a close 
watch  on  the  situation  and  bring  whatever  pressure  to  bear  that  we  can  in  order 
to  achieve  a satisfactory  ending  to  this  menace. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  National  Clean  Air  Society  and  your 
inspector  was  again  re-elected  as  a member  of  the  North  West  Divisional  Council 
of  that  body. 
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The  collection  of  data  regarding  the  pollution  in  the  atmosphere 
continued  throughout  the  year.  For  this  purpose  there  are  three  volumetric 
apparatus  situated  at  Longfield  Lodge,  Cadishead,  the  Child  Welfaie  Centie, 
515/521  Liverpool  Road,  Irlam,  and  the  Co-operative  Wholesale  Society  Limited, 
Margarine  Works*  Irlam*  respectively*

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SHOPS  ACT,  1930 


During  the  year  86  visits  were  made  to  shops  under  the  provisions  of 
the  above  Act.  The  low  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was  due  to  the  ext:, 
work  in  other  sections  of  our  duties,  particularly  in  regard  to  new  legislation. 
The  provisions  of  the  Act  were  found  to  be  satisfactorily  complied  with. 

There  were  234  shops  in  the  district  (124  in  Irl&m  end  130  in 
Cadishead)  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT , 1 9^3 


At  the  end  of  the  year  practically  90/o  of  the  premises  to  which  this 
Act  applies  had  been  visited  and  a General  Inspection  carried  out.  In  view  of 
the  low  number  of  Notices  of  Employment  of  Persons  received  the  policy  has  been 
to  methodically  visit  all  shops,  offices,  and  other  premises  in  the  district  and 
where  the  Act  applies  to  carry  out  a General  Inspection.  By  this  method  we  are 
ensuring  that  all  such  premises  are  registered.  Following  the  inspection  advice 
has  been  given  and  letters  sent  to  the  appropriate  persons  pointing  out  the 
requirements  in  relation  to  their  business  or  premises.  This  has  resulted  in 


slow  progress  being  ma.de  as  work  under  this  Act  has  had  to  be  absorbed  into  the 
routine  of  the  department.  Emphasis  has  been  placed  on  registration  and  first 
General  Inspections  and  very  few  visits  have  been  made  to  ascertain  if  the  requir 
merits  of  the  Act,  as  set  out  in  our  letters*  have  been  complied  with.  For  the 
most  part,  therefore,  the  summary  table  is  a list  of  contraventions  found  and 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  persons  concerned  and  not  necessarily  the  number  of 
contraventions  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A true  picture  of  the  situati 
will  be  given  when  the  first  visits  are  completed  and  revisits  made  to  each 
premises • 


Inspections  have  revealed  that  the  general  standard  of  lighting  in  thl 
premises  is  reasonably  good  although  a number  have  to  resort  to  artificial 
lighting  during  the  whole  of  the  day.  In  the  main  this  has  been  due  to  window 
displays  blocking  out  most  of  the  light  from  the  windows.

The  mortuary,  which  is  situated  at  the  rear  of  Longfield  Lodge, 
Cadishead,  is  maintained  by  the  department. 

The  building  which  was  opened  in  September,  1964,  has  an  air  cleansing 
and  conditioning  plant  and  comprises  a receiving  room;  post  mortem  room;  viewing 
room;  relative's  waiting  room;  doctor's  suite  which  includes  an  office,  toilet 
facilities,  and  sanitary  accommodation;  attendant's  room  fitted  with  lockers; 
store  rooms;  and  a six  section  refrigeration  unit.  The  waiting  room  and  a section 
of  the  viewing  room  are  fully  furnished  with  modern  furniture  and  fitted  carpets. 

A full  range  of  equipment  and  instruments  has  been  provided  for  the  use  of 

pathologists  using  the  mortuary. 

/ 


As  a normal  routine  the  mortuary  is  cleansed  by  a part  time  mortuary 
attendant  three  times  each  week  and  after  use. 

During  the  year  the  Mortuary  was  in  use  on  39  occasions. 

Causes  of  Death  were  as  follows:

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All  infestations  were  sucessfully  treated  with  proprietary  brands  of 
insecticide  in  either  liquid  or  powder  form  depending  on  the  type  and  situation 

of  the  infestation. 

Again  there  has  been  a good  response  to  our  appeal  to  householders 
to  inform  the  department  at  the  first  sign  of  any  infestation.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  policy  of  a free  service  is  having  the  desired  effect.  Apart 
from  the  incidence  of  ants  and  cockroaches  the  number  of  infestations  has  been 
very  low,  and  of  a very  minor  nature.  There  appears  to  be  no  reason  why,  in 
spite  of  all  the  treatments  carried  out,  the  number  of  ant  and  cockroach^  infesta- 
tions continue  to  increase.  It  must  be  said,  however,  that  in  the  majority  of 
cases  the  infestations  of  cockroaches  seems  to  comprise  the  odd  one  having  been 
seen  •

One  licence  to  store  4 tons  of  Carbide  of  Calcium  was  issued.  The  in- 
come from  the  licences  was  £33*  IBs.  4d. 

The  work  involved  in  connection  with  this  section  of  our  duties  is  not 
merely  the  issuing  and  renewing  of  licences.  The  Regulations,  particularly  the 
Petroleum  Spirit  (Conveyance  by  Road)  Regulations,  1957,  and  the  Conditions  of 
Licence  regarding  the  testing  of  existing,  older,  installations  take  up  quite  an 
appreciable  amount  of  time.  Constant  supervision  is  absolutely  necessary  as  the 
majority  of  the  work  is  done  in  the  interests  of  public  safely. 

In  accordance  with  conditions  of  licence  three  tanks  which  had  been  in 
use  for  over  thirty  years  were  tested.  The  test  applied  is  8 lbs.  per  square 
inch  pressure  over  a period  of  24  hours.  Two  of  the  three  were  found  to  be 
defective  and  their  use  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  stopped.  One  is  now 
being  used  for  a liquid  with  a higher  flash  point,  not  coming  within  the  scope  of 
the  Regulations,  and  the  other  one  has  been  sealed  by  filling  with  sand. 

Two  new  storage  tanks  were  installed  during  the  year  and  after  testing 
were  passed  as  being  satisfactory  and  put  into  use. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 

Again  it  is  my  pleasing  duty  to  report  that  the  Cleansing  Service  has 
been  maintained  at  a high  level  of  efficiency  and  a weekly  collection  was  main- 
tained throughout  the  year.  With  the  growth  of  the  district  it  is  only  through 
constant  vigilance,  hard  work,  and  the  loyalty  of  the  regular  men  that  such  a 
statement  is  possible.  At  times  during  the  year  the  resources  of  the  service 
were  stretched  to  the  utmost.

Not  only  is  the  growth  of  the  district  affecting  the  collection  of 
refuse  but  also  the  change  in  the  type  of  refuse  being  collected.  Many 
existing  premises  are  increasing  the  number  of  bins.  During  the  year  the  number 
of  bins  emptied  weekly  increased  by  1 68  over  the  figure  for  1964  whilst  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  premises  was  only  110  over  the  same  period e The  total 
numb er  of  bins  emptied  weekly  was  6,438  involving  visits  to  5? 973  premises.

The 
average  paid  over  the  year  was  £1,  16s.  8d.  per  man  per  week* 

During  the  year  over  one  hundred  requests  were  received  for  the 
removal  of  old  and  unwanted  furniture  etc.  These  requests  vary  from  the  odd 
armchair  to  a full  house  of  furniture  and  whilst  this  service  is  a headache  to 
the  department  there  is  no  doubt  that  it  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  rate- 
payer and  does  prevent  the  dumping  of  these  articles  up  and  down  the  district.

Whilst  the  above  figures  do  not  indicate  the  weight  or  bulk  of  the 
loads  it  will  be  noted  that  whilst  the  whole  of  the  cost  of  the  disposal 
service  is  charged  against  the  Cleansing  Service  we  do  in  fact  dispose  of 
almost  1,000  loads  of  refuse  for  other  departments  of  the  Council  free  of 
charge .

Dustbin  Replacement  Scheme .
